Citizenship 


Have you ever asked your- 
self, what is the meaning of 
citizenship? Citizenship means 
full membership in a country. 
Citizenship їз still sometimes us- 
ed to mean membership in some 
smaller unit of government, 
such as a state, province, or city. 
A person who holds the legal 
position of citizenship is called a 
citizen. A country grants certain 
rights to its citizens, and de- 
mands certan duties from them. 

A country: affers-its z citizens 
protection when they are away 
or at home. A country and its 
citizens are not really separate. 
A country exists only when the 
people of a certain area are org- 
anized politically, 

Not all persons living under 
the same flag are citizens. Per- 
sons who are not citizens may 
be either aliens or non-citizen 
nationals. Aliens are persons 
from another country, who have 
not become citizens of their new 
country. Non-citizen nationals 
are persons who are not citi- 
zens of a country, but owe alle- 
giance to it. The government 
protects them, but they do not 
have the full privileges of citi- 
zens. For example, the people 
of America Samoa are non-citi- 
zen nationals. 

The citizens of a country 
guide the destiny of that nation. 
The freedoms that persons in 
the United States received from 
the Bill of Rights belong to all, 
citizens and aliens alike. It is 
the faith and the beliefs of citi- 
zens that keep the spirit of this 
liberty alive and let aliens and 
themselves benefit from it. 

Citizenship involves both ci- 
vic and political rights as well 
as civic and political duties. 
Bills of Rights in the United 
States constitution and in the 
state constitutions guarantee 
civic rights to all Americans. 
These bills of rights offer pro- 
tection and give privileges. 

A child possesses civil rights, 
such as the right to worship as 
he pleases, from the day he is 
born. In turn, each citizen owes 
allegiance to his country. It is 
his civic duty to support his 
government, obey his laws, and 
defend his country. 

Only citizens have full poli- 
tical rights or the rights to take 
part in the government. These 
rights have some limitations. In 
the United States, for example, 
all the states require a citizen 
to reach a certain age before he 
can vote. He must be even old- 
er before he cam seek: election 
to certain public offices, He can- 
not vote in some states if he 
can't read or write. 

You may have asked “How 
does a person become a citi- 
zen?" A person becomes a citi- 
zen of a country by birth or 
by naturalization. Every coun- 
try has its own citizenship laws, 
The United Nations, recogniz- 
ing the conflicts in citizenship 
laws through the world, tries 
to promote a uniform arrange- 
ment, 

If you keep this information 
in mind becoming a good citi- 
zen will not be a hard task,
